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Concern as violence and vehicle theft is on the increase 


BOROUGH HIT BY 

20,000 CRIMES

VEHICLE thefts in Dudley 
have increased more than a 
quarter in a year, while crime 
across the borough is up 13.6 
per cent. 

Dudley has seen recorded crime 
rise from 18,219 in 2016 to 20,700 
last year. There have also been big in¬ 
creases in stolen vehicles, theft from 
vehicles and violent crime. 

Halesowen Councillor David Vickers, who 
served as a police officer for 28 years, believes 
the true crime figures could even be worse. 

“I’m aware of the increase. What I’m con¬ 
cerned about is the 
number of crimes not 
recorded which means 
the situation could be 
worse,” he said. 

“But looking at the 
figures now, yes the 
force is facing a chal¬ 
lenging time with a 
cut in officers, which 
inevitably leads to an 
increase in crime.” 

The figures show in 
Dudley the rate of theft 
of vehicles has gone 
up 38.6 per cent, theft 
from vehicles 18.2 per cent and violent crime 
18.3 per cent. Robbery has gone up 6.3 per cent. 
However, burglary has gone down 3.4 per cent. 

Commissioner 

West Midlands Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner David Jamieson said: “It is very concern¬ 
ing that crime is rising across the country and 
in the West Midlands too. Crime in the area is 
still below the national average, but that is of 
little comfort if you are a victim. That is why I 
am continuing to drive efficiencies, reduce bu¬ 
reaucracy to enable police to focus on what the 
public want them to - tackling crime.” 

Mr Jamieson said he recognised the large in¬ 
crease in vehicle crime. He added: “I have en¬ 
sured the West Midlands Police prioritise this 
crime, by tackling the chop shops, focussing on 
the identification and targeting of those prem¬ 
ises used to dismantle stolen cars.”

Stab victim found 
on steps of hotel 

A MAN was left seriously injured on the 
steps of a Dudley hotel after being stabbed 
in broad daylight. 

The 24-year-old was taken to hospital 
after being attacked outside The Village 
Hotel in Dudley. Police were called to the 
scene at around 11.30am on Sunday. 

The victim suffered life-changing injuries 
in the incident off Birmingham Road but he 
is expected to survive, said police. 

It is the latest in a spate of knife attacks 
in the Black Country, which included a 
20-year-old man being attacked at nearby 
Castle Gate last month.

Total of five facing 
charges after death 

TWO more men face court after being 
charged as part of an investigation into 
the death of a man found stabbed in a 
Dudley flat. 

The body of Jaskaran Kang, 24, from 
Handsworth, was found at a flat on 
Stourbridge Road, on January 6. 

Joshua Campbell, 18, from King 
Edmond Street, Dudley, has been 
charged with murder and conspiracy 
to commit robbery. Tyrone Johnson, 
21, of Malthouse Drive, Dudley, has 
been charged with conspiracy to com¬ 
mit robbery. 

Five people have now been charged 
in connection with Mr Kang’s death.

Death driver fails 



Dangerous driver James Mills 


A 23-year-old motorist whose danger¬ 
ous driving left a pensioner dead has 
failed to convince top judges to cut his 
jail term. 

James Mills, aged 23, of School Road, 
Brierley Hill, was jailed for five years 
and four months at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court last June. 

He admitted causing the death of Vi- 
jaya Mistry, 74, by dangerous driving, 
Mr Justice Green told London’s Appeal 
Court. Mills was behind the wheel of his 
Ford Focus, which he had modified to 
increase its power, on February 3 last 
year. 


to get sentence cut 


He was driving on the 40mph A4036 
Pedmore Road, Brierley Hill, when he 
hit a Ford Mondeo being driven by the 
victim’s husband. 

The car went into a spin and front 
seat passenger Mrs Mistry, who was not 
wearing a seatbelt, was thrown from the 
car. 

Mills had been racing against a Cit¬ 
roen for 1,000 to 1,500 metres before 
the collision, said the judge. He had 
been overtaking and undertaking other 
cars and his average speed was esti¬ 
mated at 73mph. 

He accepted that he had ‘been an 


idiot’ and that he and the other driver 
had been ‘playing around’. Lawyers for 
Mills argued that his jail term was far 
too tough and should be reduced. They 
pointed to his relative youth, no previ¬ 
ous convictions, prompt confession and 
remorse. 

But Mr Justice Green ruled last week 
that there was nothing manifestly ex¬ 
cessive or wrong in principle about 
Mills’ punishment. Sitting with two 
other judges, he concluded: “We refuse 
this application for permission to ap¬ 
peal.”

Killer husband's fatal 
overdose in prison cell 


A MAN who murdered his wife 
with a hammer in Netherton was 
found dead in his prison cell af¬ 
ter overdosing on medication 
prescribed for a shoulder injury, 
a report has revealed. 

Paul Abbott, 57,was handed a life 
sentence in July 2016 after he admit¬ 
ted to killing his wife Jackie, 54. 

The attack in December 2015 saw Abbott 
strike his wife of 
28 years, Jackie, 
at least 16 times 
with a hammer 
at their home in 
Lodge Crescent. 

The killer was 
found dead at 
HMP Long Lartin 
in Worcestershire 
exactly a year on 
from the attack. 

His death 
sparked an inde¬ 
pendent investigation by the Prisons and 
Probation Ombudsman (PPO) - which 
concluded: “We consider that it would 
have been difficult for staff at Long Lartin 
to have foreseen or prevented his death.” 

The investigation found Abbott over¬ 
dosed on the anti-inflammatory medication 
Naproxen which he was initially prescribed 
for a shoulder injury. He died after com¬ 
plications. 

The PPO report stated: “There was little 
indication at Long Lartin that Mr Abbott 
was at a raised risk of suicide or self-harm 
in the days before his death, and it would 
have been difficult for staff to have reason¬ 
ably predicted his actions. Although Mr Ab¬ 
bott gave away a number of his belongings 
the night before he was found dead in his 
cell, staff were unaware of this, prisoners 
thought it was an act of generosity.” 

Staff attempted CPR but were not able 
to save him. A jury at Worcestershire Cor¬ 
oner’s Court in February concluded his 
death was suicide.

A MAN had a surgical instrument left 
inside him following an operation at 
Russells Hall Hospital. 

The item, believed to be a 10-inch ‘re¬ 
tractor’, was discovered inside the pa¬ 
tient after he returned to the hospital in 
Dudley complaining of severe abdominal 
pain. Health bosses are investigating the 
incident. 

The patient is being kept ‘fully in¬ 
formed’ during the investigation, said a 
spokesman for the Dudley Group NHS 
Foundation Trust, which runs the hos¬ 
pital. 

A source, who asked not to be named, 
claimed the instrument concerned was a 
10-inch retractor, which is used in sur¬ 
gical incisions. 

The man returned around two weeks 
ago with severe abdominal pain and, 
after undergoing another operation, the 
instrument was found. 

The chief executive of the trust, Diane 
Wake, said: “We can confirm that we 
are investigating an incident involving 
a retained object following a surgical 
procedure, and the patient concerned is 
being kept fully informed. We will not 
comment further without the patient’s 
express permission.” 

Dudley Ukip Councillor Paul Broth- 
wood described the incident as ‘shock¬ 
ing’, adding: “I’m concerned about the 
pressures that staff are under.” 

Have a say over 
travellers' site 

A CONSULTATION has been launched 
asking for the views of residents living 
nearby to a planned travellers’ site in 
Coseley. 

Dudley Council has submitted a plan¬ 
ning application for the transit site to 
be built on Budden Road, after bosses 
approved proposals last month. Now 
residents living nearby are being given 
the chance to have their say, with the 
consultation running until March 24. 

Council leader Patrick Harley said: 
“We want to put a stop to unauthor¬ 
ised camps.

Council give 
£200k loan 
to kickstart 
music college 

COUNCIL bosses have agreed to step 
in and provide £200,000 for a new 
music college which has been threat¬ 
ened by funding issues. 

The £31 million music institute is 
expected to open three years later 
than planned at The Waterfront in 
Brierley Hill in 2020. 

Dudley Council was approached to 
provide a £200,000 loan as a fall back 
option ‘should alternative funding 
currently being investigated not ma¬ 
terialise’. 

The institute, to become the Black 
Country’s music college, was origi¬ 
nally due to open in September 2017 
but chiefs said its opening date has 
been pushed back amid funding is¬ 
sues. 

Brierley Hill councillor Zafar Islam 
said: “I hope the music institute will 
benefit not only Brierley Hill but the 
whole of the borough.” 

The college’s backers are still seek¬ 
ing funding for the ‘Resonance’ pro¬ 
ject at The Waterfront, expected to 
create at least 43 jobs, with council 
bosses asked to stump up a £200,000 
‘bridging loan’ by next January 
‘should alternative funding currently 
being investigated not materialise’. 

David Barnard, co-director of Res¬ 
onance, said: “There has been a very 
detailed due diligence process in 
terms of the funding but stars are be¬ 
ginning to align. 

“We see Resonance launching in 
two phases. The first is the commu¬ 
nity phase and this will include staff 
recruitment activities in the commu¬ 
nity. The second phase will be the 
student intake and that is planned for 
2020 .” 


Cuts will affect 
'vulnerable kids' 

DUDLEY North MP Ian Austin has 
criticised the Department of Edu¬ 
cation over plans to cut funding for 
young people who have speech, lan¬ 
guage and communication difficulties. 

The contract for Speech Lan¬ 
guage and Communication Needs 
(SLCN) at the Communication 
Trust is set to be cut this year de¬ 
spite Government support for over a 
decade. 

The Labour MP is calling for the 
decision to be reviewed. 

SLCN is one of the most common 
childhood disabilities - affecting an 
estimated one in ten youngsters. 

Mr Austin said: “I’ve always said we 
need to make education and skills our 
number one priority to give young¬ 
sters a first class start in life. 

“This decision by the Government 
could affect some of the most vulnera¬ 
ble kids in the Black Country. ”

He has visited 10 busi¬ 
nesses a month on average. 

The mayor achieved his century 
with a visit to fast-growing Excel 
2000 Windows, on Narrowboat Way 
in Brierley Hill. 

The firm, which replaces old win¬ 
dows and doors, has large contracts 


in place with Dudley Council and Bir¬ 
mingham City Council among others. 

Councillor Tyler said: “I’m really 
pleased we’ve been able to get around 
100 businesses.

A CAMPAIGN to support a young 
mountain biker from Dudley who was 
paralysed after falling from his bike 
has raised almost £10,000 in less than 
a week. 

Peter Lloyd, aged 21, broke his neck in 
August last year and has been left paralysed 
from the neck down. 

Peter, who is a student at Heriot-Watt Univer¬ 
sity in Edinburgh, was a talented rider who had 
previously won podium places in a number of races. 

Shattered 

The crash happened on the last 100 metres of 
a trail ride as he shattered a vertebra landing on 
his head. He then spent seven weeks in intensive 
care in Edinburgh before being transferred to the 
National Spinal Inju¬ 
ries Unit at the Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital in 
Glasgow. 

Now the mountain 
bike community has 
rallied behind a cam¬ 
paign to help Peter, 
raising £9,425 in less 
than a week. 

Peter said: “I’m par¬ 
alysed from the neck 
down now and use 
my chin to control my 
wheelchair. I still plan 
to live as well as my 
condition allows, along 
with my incredibly 
strong and supportive 
fiance. 

“I’m so thankful 
that I didn’t suffer a head injury, so am still the 
same person I have always been.” 

Fellow mountain biker, Ben Mills, launched the 
appeal on crowd funding page JustGiving to sup¬ 
port Peter’s recovery and rehabilitation. 

Peter hopes to use the money for physiotherapy 
in America, as well as an adapted wheelchair. 

He added: “Thank you so much to everybody 
for their very kind donations. In the future, I hope 


to use the funds to travel to America for intensive 
physiotherapy, along with any future clinical trials 
which might improve my condition. 

“My other plans are to get a chin-controlled 
off-road wheelchair to allow me to go riding with 
friends - even if it is rather different to how it was 
before and to buy an accessible van so that I can get 
around and also return to university to complete 
my degree in mechanical engineering.” 


Ben said: “Pete is going to need as much support, 
both emotionally and financially, as possible as he 
adapts to the changes he has been dealt and goes 
through rehabilitation.” 

He added: “Please dig deep whether you are a 
friend, fellow racer or part of the mountain biking 
community.”

Fire treated as 
arson, say police 

A BLAZE that badly damaged a flat 
in Brierley Hill’s High Street is being 
treated as arson, say police. 

Crews from Brierley Hill and Stour¬ 
bridge responded to a call shortly after 
lam on Saturday to the unoccupied 
flat in a three-storey block. 

Two neighbours had left the build¬ 
ing by the time firefighters entered 
the property, using two hose-reel jets 
to extinguish a burning mattress. 

Officers from West Midlands Police 
were called to assist with the sus¬ 
pected arson attack. No injuries were 
reported. 

Fire crews left the scene shortly be¬ 
fore 3am. 

Record half-term

DUDLEY Zoo enjoyed a record Febru¬ 
ary half-term attendance. 

The tourist attraction on Castle Hill 
saw 15,612 visitors go through the 
gates - more than double the number 
last February half-term when 6,528 
made a visit.

Cocaine criminals 
hit in the wallet 

CROOKS convicted in a multi-million 
pound cocaine racket, which involved 
drug dealers in Kingswinford and 
London-based Albanian gangsters, 
have been ordered to pay back more 
than £147,000. 

Eight of the 14 criminals, who were 
last year jailed for a total of more than 
100 years, have been forced to hand 
back some of the cash gathered from 
their criminal enterprise. 

Much of the illegal activity hap¬ 
pened within a half mile radius of 
Stallings Lane, Kingswinford, near 
the homes of some gang members.

Fewer drivers are 
caught using phones 

THE number of drivers issued with 
fixed penalty notices for using a hand 
held mobile phone at the wheel has 
dropped by more than 40 per cent 
since penalties doubled. 

A Freedom of Information request 
revealed the number of FPNs issued 
for the offence fell from 87,051 in 2016 
to 51,787 last year. Studies carried out 
by the AA suggest that the drop is due 
to road safety campaigns and the dou¬ 
bling of the fine and points. 


Black Country victims inspire 


WALSALL North MP Eddie Hughes 
has called for a new charge to be cre¬ 
ated - ‘failing to stop following a fatal 
or serious injury crash’ - after this 
was raised road safety charity Brake. 

He said it was needed because ‘at 
present, British law acts as an incen¬ 
tive for the worst law-breaking driv¬ 
ers to flee a crash if they kill someone’. 

Mr Hughes called on the Govern¬ 
ment to ‘listen to the thousands of 


people who have already backed the 
campaign by the Express & Star and 
listen to the call of Brake to create a 
new offence’. 

“Let’s work together to ensure that 
fewer families have to grieve the loss 
of loved ones - let’s stop the speed¬ 
ers.” 

Among those killed by dangerous 
drivers were Georgie Evans, a former 
pupil of Kinver High School, who died 


when her car was hit by an Audi A6 
driven by Kuba Oles. He was speeding 
along Priory Road in Dudley when it 
happened, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. The 24-year-old, of Bea- 
conview Road in West Bromwich, 
was later jailed for six years after he 
pleaded guilty to causing death by 
dangerous driving. 

Student Rebecca McManus, 21, was 
waiting at a bus stop when Sukvinder

Mannan, who was racing at lOlmph, 
hit and killed her. The crash in Hagley 
Road West in Bearwood saw 34-year- 
old Mannan, from Halesowen, being 
jailed for eight years after admitting 
causing death by dangerous driving.

Minister says tougher 
sentences on the way

A GOVERNMENT minister has 
hailed the Express & Star’s 
Stop the Speeders campaign 
in Parliament - and promised 
tougher sentences for killer 
drivers will be brought in. 

Rory Stewart made the vow during 
a debate sparked by Walsall North MP 
Eddie Hughes’ who was backed the 
campaign by The Chronicle’s sister 
newspaper urging the Government to 
bring in tougher penalties for killer 
drivers. 

The MoJ wants to extend the max¬ 
imum penalty for death by dangerous 
driving from 14 years in prison to a life 
sentence. 

Mr Stewart confirmed the Govern¬ 
ment is ‘working to find a time in the 
legislative agenda’ to bring in life sen¬ 
tences for killer drivers. 

He said: “I would like to pay tribute 
to the honourable member for Wal¬ 
sall North for bringing this debate to 
the House and also to the Express & 
Star and local Labour councillor Doug 
James who have done an enormous 
amount of work on this issue. 

“We as a Government have commit¬ 
ted to increasing the penalty for death 
by dangerous driving to a life sentence. 

Agenda 

“We are now working to find a time 
in the legislative agenda to bring that 
in - this needs to happen because fami¬ 
lies at the moment feel that the system 
is not just.” 

During the 30-minute debate in 
Westminster Hall, Mr Hughes hailed 
the Stop the Speeders campaign and 
said: “The time has come for change 
and the Government must now make 
time available to implement this 
change.” 

The campaign follows several tragic 
incidents in the Black Country (see 
panel above).

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Chicago's has 
closed down 
six months 
after death 

A NIGHTCLUB where a footballer 
was stabbed to death has closed with 
bosses blaming ‘a campaign against 
the club’. 

Ryan Passey died after being 
stabbed at Chicago’s in Stourbridge 
in August. Kobe Murray, aged 19, 
was found not guilty of murdering Mr 
Passey after a trial. 

Bosses at the venue said it was 
shutting down with immediate effect. 
More than 3,500 people had signed a 
petition calling for the club to close 
for good. 

Mr Murray, of The Broadway, Dud¬ 
ley, denied murdering 24-year-old Mr 
Passey and was cleared of murder and 
manslaughter by a jury at Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court. 

Peter Marks, chief executive of Del- 
tic’s, which runs Chicago’s, confirmed 
18 full and part-time jobs would be 
lost due to the closure of the club, 
which opened in 2012. 

He said: “We are not the heartless 
business we have been portrayed to 
be.” He said everyone who worked at 
Chicago’s was devastated by Mr Pas¬ 
sey’s death. 

He added: “Chicago’s never had a 
chance to defend itself due to the legal 
case. Until that tragic night, the club 
had an unblemished licensing record 
of providing a fun and safe night out 
for the people in Stourbridge. Putting 
the blame on a single venue is not the 
answer.” 

MPs in support 
for Childline boost 

THREE Black Country MPs are sup¬ 
porting a campaign for improving 
children’s mental health services. 

Conservatives Eddie Hughes (Wal¬ 
sall North) and Mike Wood (Dud¬ 
ley South) plus Labour MP Eleanor 
Smith (Wolverhampton South West) 
attended the NSPCC’s ‘Are You 
There?’ Parliamentary reception. 

The charity is calling for more fund¬ 
ing for Childline, the phone hotline 
that offers support to children. 

At the event, Childline founder 
Dame Esther Rantzen told MPs that 
children often use the service as a 
means of early mental health support. 

She revealed that the service had 
delivered 101,454 counselling ses¬ 
sions on mental and emotional health 
issues in the last year alone.

Sex attacker jailed for assault in park 


A SEX offender whose attack on a terrified runner 
was foiled by passing cyclists has been jailed for 
three years. 

Shane Codd chased his victim as she jogged in 
Sandwell Valley Park, knocking her to the ground, 
pulling her hair and putting his hand inside her 
clothing, a court heard. 

She was so traumatised by the assault that she 
has since left her home town of West Bromwich to 
live in a different area, Mr Simon Foster, prosecut¬ 
ing, told Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

The judge commended the actions of three cyclists 
who came to the woman’s rescue and helped to de¬ 
tain 51-year-old Codd. 

Mr Foster added: “She doesn’t know what would 


have happened to her if they hadn’t heard her 
screams.” 

The woman jogged past Codd on June 18 and 
smiled at him as he stepped aside to let her by. Sec¬ 
onds later she heard an ‘Oy!’ and turned to see that 
he was exposing himself. He made a lewd sugges¬ 
tion. She ran on, hoping he was ‘just a flasher’, as 
she later told police, but felt unnerved. 

The next minute she heard footsteps behind her 
and was flung on the ground by Codd, who grabbed 
her arm and pulled her hair. She told police: “He 
looked like he had pure hatred in his eyes.” 

Her assailant tried to pull her into bushes but she 
screamed and kicked out as Codd began a sexual as¬ 
sault. She broke free but he caught her again. 


The five-minute assault only ended when her 
screams were heard by the cyclists, who sped to her 
aid. 

Codd claimed he had run after the woman to ask 
her for a date and that she had punched him. 

Mr Chris O’Gorman, defending, told the court 
that Codd had learning difficulties, had suffered 
‘what amounted to a breakdown’ following his 
mother’s death and was coping with depression. 
He said Codd had taken the runner’s smile as ‘an 
invitation’. 

Codd, of City Road, Tividale, pleaded guilty to 
exposure and sexual assault. Judge Dean Kershaw 
jailing him for three years and the defendant was 
also put on the sex offenders list indefinitely.

Meanwhile, there was controversy at the Gen- 
ting Arena when the Stereophonies concert went 
ahead on Thursday night but Paul Weller’s concert 
was called off at short notice on Friday and then 
Elbow’s gig went ahead on Saturday. 

Some theatre shows were cancelled, though co¬ 
median Dara O’Briain was able to perform all but 
one of this three shows at Birmingham Hippo¬ 
drome and Hairspray went ahead at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Grand. 

Severn Trent Water said staff were working 
round the clock to deal with the aftermath of the 
big freeze as frozen pipes thawed and leaked. 

During the cold spell volunteers did their bit for 
NHS staff by ploughing through blistering winds 
to drive them to work. Hospital bosses praised the 
efforts of 4x4 drivers who responded to appeals to 
help get essential medical staff to work.

The move has been welcomed by 
district councillor Lin Hingley, who 
said she and the parish council had 
been opposed. 

A developer wanted to knock down 
the building and replace it with a new 
residential apartment block. 

Councillor Hingley said: “I welcome 
that the application has been with¬ 
drawn. I opposed this and I know the 
Parish Council did.”

Low marks 
for school 
that drops 
grading 

A SCHOOL in London has decided that 
giving pupils tangible marks or grades for 
their work is too stressful, and can affect 
their mental health. 

Instead, teachers at Putney High 
School will just give general comments 
about the standard of work. Headmis¬ 
tress Suzie Longstaff says: “Mental health 
and pupil wellbeing have to be central to 
everything we do.” 

Now mental health is a very serious 
issue, and one which is only belatedly 
starting to be given the recognition it de¬ 
serves by the NHS. But I can’t help but 
think that daft ideas such as this trivialise 
the subject, equating the real suffering 
of people with serious problems to kids 
feeling a bit upset by their school report. 

It echoes the outcry from teachers 
when schools minister Nick Gibb recently 
suggested more tests for young children 
would be good for their long-term wellbe¬ 
ing. Not an easy argument, but doesn’t 
he have a point? If kids are drilled in exam 
technique by the ages of seven or eight, 
surely it should be second nature by the 
time they reach their O-levels and A-lev- 
els? Perhaps what the teachers meant 
was preparing more kids for exams was 
not good for their own wellbeing. 

Back at Putney High, staff say replac¬ 
ing tangible marks with comments will 
stop youngsters from competing with 
each other, and take away “bragging 
rights”. From my memories of school, 
youngsters who bragged about exam 
marks got a very swift education in eti¬ 
quette, but that’s another matter. 

The problem is, though that the real 
world is extremely competitive and at 
times brutal. If schools teach kids not to 
compete and not to fret about their ex¬ 
ams, they are setting them up for a real 
shock when they leave school. 

Because when they find themselves 
working for a living they will probably find 
their employers also engage in a bit of 
comment-based feedback. But probably 
not the type they will like to hear.

THAT said, I think if I were at school to¬ 
day I would be feeling extremely stressed 
about World Book Day. Now getting 
youngsters into reading is an excellent 
idea, and anything that makes that more 
fun - particularly for hard-to-reach pupils 
- is to be supported wholeheartedly. 

The problem is, what grown-ups con¬ 
sider fun is not necessarily what children 
do. And I’m not convinced that ordering 
kids to dress up as story-book charac¬ 
ters is enjoyable. In fact, I can’t help but 
think that for the average schoolkid there 
can be few things more humiliating than 
dressing as Charlie Bucket.

Do we really want to 
go the way of EU? 


POETRY among the isobars. I loved one weath¬ 
er forecaster’s turn of phrase on a chilly morning 
this week as the Beast from the East arrived: 
“A pestering of snow showers.” Dylan Thomas 
would have been proud of that. 

WHILE we Brits have been pretending to 
know the difference between “a customs union” 
and “the customs union,” the European Union 
has been busy on the other side of the conti¬ 
nent, cosying up to six nations which hope to 
join the Union by 2025. They are: Macedonia, 
Albania, Serbia, Montenegro, Bosnia-Herzego- 
vina and Kosovo. This wild, unstable and reli¬ 
giously riven region used to be called the Pow¬ 
der Keg of Europe. As I have said right from the 
start of this Brexit business, it is not enough to 
look at where the UK is going. We should also 
be looking very carefully at where the European 
Union is going and ask, do we really want to go 
that way? 

ONE obvious way to halt the sexual objecti¬ 
fying of women in drama is to get more female 
actors, directors and producers in the system. 
Or so you might think. In the Beeb’s new thriller, 
Collateral, the star character is a woman, so are 
two executive producers, and above all so is the 
director, S J Clarkson. And yet the second ep¬ 
isode included a gratuitous nude scene which 
added nothing to the plot and told us little about 
the character. It looked like nothing more than a 
skin-flick moment, designed to attract slavering 
male viewers. This was not feminism’s proudest 
hour. 

I HAD lunch with Emma Chambers back in 
1995 just as fame found her. It was a BBC sea¬ 
son launch in Birmingham. She had attended the 
same event the year before and no-one spoke

to her or even recognised her. And then at the 
end of 1994 came the Vicar of Dibley and Alice 
Tinker became the nation’s favourite dimwit. “I 
hate my face,” she told me. “I was convinced I 
didn’t look right at auditions . .. sometimes you 
do wish you’re Kate Moss.” When she sudden¬ 
ly found herself famous, it scared her. “I began 
to start having little panic attacks and finding 
myself hiding behind the Ambrosia tins in Wait- 
rose. People would point and look. One lady 
came over and asked if I really was as stupid 
as I was in Dibley. I told her of course I was.” 
Emma Chambers, who has died terribly early at 
53, was delightful company and one of the most 
modest actors I’ve ever met. 

MORE whimsy in Endeavour (ITV). After last 
week’s episode mentioned the Crossroads Mo¬ 
tel, this week’s made a passing reference to 
Mboto Gorge, one of the battle honours of the 
fictitious South Oxfordshire Light Infantry. As 
Blackadder fans will know, Mboto Gorge was 
the battle in which Captain Blackadder’s troops, 
armed with rifles and machine guns, massacred 
a tribe of pygmies armed with fruit. 

MASSACRES are always good for gun sales. 
After every atrocity in the States, local people 
buy guns to protect themselves. Following the 
Florida school shootings, there’s an even big¬ 
ger bonanza for the firearms industry. Donald 
Trump’s government is considering issuing 
guns to selected school teachers. That’s an¬ 
other one million guns to be purchased. And if 


anyone thinks arming teachers is a good idea, 
let me relate the tale of an old soldier called Jim 
who did National Service in Cyprus and found 
himself caught up in a chase between military 
police and a wanted terrorist. An MP shoved a 
revolver into Jim’s hands with the instructions: 
“If he comes out of that door, shoot him.” Jim 
told me that within a few seconds he was so 
shaky, nauseous and sweaty-handed that he 
could barely hold the gun, let alone aim it. There 
is only one place where heroic loners kill the bad 
guy. The movies. 

OUT for a brisk walk in the Beast from the 
East, I couldn’t help noticing that not a single 
family group we encountered was using mobile 
phones. Instead, muffled against the Siberian 
blast, folk were chatting - just like families used 
to do. All the dazzling technology of tablets and 
smartphones is no use if you’re wearing big 
thick mittens. 

DIANE Abbott, a great believer in free move¬ 
ment of people, says her party will produce ‘im¬ 
migration policies that meet the test of being 
firmly located in Labour’s values’. This is good 
news. But then Ms Abbott has had plenty of 
time to reflect on less ethical migration policies. 
Back in the 1970s she famously spent a roman¬ 
tic holiday with her boyfriend Jeremy Corbyn in 
communist East Germany. Why they chose that 
particular hell-hole (sorry, ‘workers’ paradise’) 
for a tryst is anyone’s guess but she will have 
seen first-hand a regime where border con¬ 
trols were based on fences and landmines and 
where anyone trying to flee was shot to death.

is this the face of poor 
Bella of the Wych Elm? 


WHO Put Bella in the Wych 
Elm? There has been a major 
development in one of the re¬ 
gion’s most famous and ma¬ 
cabre murder mysteries. 

Now the face of the victim can 
be seen for the first time after it 
was digitally recreated by a team 
from Liverpool John Moore’s Uni¬ 
versity 

Led by Professor Caroline Wilkin¬ 
son, a specialist in the craniofacial 
depiction of people from the past, the 
team has created a picture of how 
‘Bella’ might have looked before her 
mysterious death and the finding of 
her skeletal remains in the hollow of 
a tree near Hagley. 

Her face from the 1940s has been 
digitally created using pictures of the 
skull of the victim, which was found by 
children in the woods during the war 
years. 

Ritual 

Speculation has ranged from her 
being a murdered prostitute, to a Ger¬ 
man spy or even the victim of a Sa¬ 
tanic ritual. 

The picture is in a new book by 
Halesowen author Pete Merrill and 
his teenaged son Alex called ‘Who Put 
Bella In The Wych Elm?: Volume 1: 
The Crime Scene Revisited’ available 
via Amazon. 

The title comes from the enigmatic 
graffiti that began appearing across 
the area, most famously on the Wy- 
chbury Obelisk near Hagley, when 
police were unable to make progress 
with identifying the victim or finding 
the killer, or killers. 

The Merrills hired Prof Wilkinson 
and her team after they recreated the 
image of King Richard III from bones 
discovered under a Leicester car park.

AN Asperger’s sufferer who was 
refused help by police officers 
- despite foaming at the mouth 
and attempting to drink water 
from the toilet of his custody 
cell - has won an appeal for his 
conviction to be quashed. 

West Midlands Police broke the Police 
and Criminal Evidence Act by not provid¬ 
ing an ‘appropriate adult’ for Christopher 
Miller after his arrest on suspicious of 
drug-driving, according to a High Court 
ruling. 

Mr Miller, 24, from Great Barr, was kept 
in a cell at Oldbury Police Station for more 
than three hours despite police knowing 
he was a suicide risk, had mental health 


issues and suffered from Asperger’s Syn¬ 
drome. He requested an appropriate adult, 
but ‘no effort’ was made by staff to contact 
one, according to the High Court ruling. 

He was later convicted at Dudley Mag¬ 
istrates Court of failing to provide a blood 
specimen, fined £180 and banned from 
driving for a year. 

The Crown Prosecution Service ac¬ 
cepted no appropriate adult was called, but 
said it was ‘justified in the circumstances’, 
with Mr Miller acting erratically and being 
violent. 

Mr Miller’s defence said he had reason¬ 
able excuse for not providing a specimen 
because of his failure to understand the 
procedure, due to his learning difficulties. 

As this was based on his mental health 


issues, the High Court ruled the evidence 
for the charge had to be excluded, result¬ 
ing in the conviction being quashed. 

In a report on the High Court Ruling by 
Lord Justice Hickinbottom and Mr Justice 
Dove, it said: “The failure to inform and 
summon an appropriate adult in breach of 
the code, in our view, had a clear adverse 
impact on the fairness of permitting the 
evidence of the drug-drive procedure to be 
admitted. We quash the conviction on the 
basis that the prosecution of the appellant 
on the charge with this appeal is concerned 
turned entirely upon the evidence now ex¬ 
cluded.” 

West Midlands Police said it expected 
officers to ‘act lawfully and treat everyone 
with respect.” 


Jobs hope as 
light rail plan 
gets go-ahead 


PLANS for a new light rail innovation cen¬ 
tre in Dudley have been given the green 
light by council bosses. 

The centre, earmarked for land near 
Tipton Road, will feature a test track for 
lightweight rail vehicles. It is hoped it will 
provide a major jobs boost. 

It will also have an access road, car park¬ 
ing and a footbridge linking the building to 
Station Road and Tipton Road. 

Dudley Council’s planning committee 
rubber-stamped the plans on Friday. 

A council report said: “The innovation 
centre comprises workshops and labora¬ 
tories, teaching facilities and public exhi¬ 
bition spaces. Access to the test track is 
directly from these workshops. 

“There is also a requirement for a large 
train hall for two rail tracks running par¬ 
allel from an external marshalling yard, 
which in turn is connected to the test track 
with rail sidings to park up VLR vehicles.”

I t’s been called ‘a spellbinding 
production’. And the contemporary 
cultural phenomenon that is The 
Kite Runner will make its debut at 
Birmingham’s REP from Tuesday to 
March 24. 

The performances follow an outstanding West End 
for the show, which is based on Khaled Hosseini’s 
international bestselling novel. 

Audiences can look forward to a haunting tale of 
friendship which spans cultures and continents and 
follows one man’s journey to confront his past and find 
redemption. 

The action centres on Afghanistan, a divided country 
on the verge of war and in which two childhood friends 
are about to be torn apart. 

The scene is set on a beautiful afternoon in Kabul when 
the skies are full of the excitement and joy of a kite-flying 
tournament. But neither Hassan nor Amir can foresee the 
terrible incident which will shatter their lives forever. 

The production features an impressive cast, including 
Ravi Aujla, Jo Ben Ayed, Raj Ghatak, Amiera Darwish and 
Rez Kabir. 

Rez plays Mary in the story of youth, transgression and 
redemption. 

She believes audiences will go away having learned 
much. 

“Younger audiences will take something from it, an 
older generation will pick up on something else, but the 
great appeal of this play is the beautiful moments of joy 
and humour that exist in life. Everyone will be able to 
connect.” 

The play is brought to life by music created by musical 
director and composer Jonathan Girling. 

He say: “Putting on a play always involves 
collaboration. The most important person is the director, 
who puts the team together, makes all the final decisions, 
and is the driving force behind the production. 

“The rest of the creative team is made up of the writer, 
the set-designer, lighting designer, composer, movement 
director, sound designer, fight director and that’s just 
the tip of the iceberg. There’s a huge team of people that 
have made The Kite Runner happen. 

As the composer, the script and director are always 
my primary points of reference when thinking about the 
music. What does the script say to me (what sounds, 
tunes, emotions, textures or colours does it make me 
imagine?), and then what does the 
director want to do with the play? 

“Once I’ve spent some time 
with the director and script, I’ll 
start working on ideas, listing 
key scenes and moments 
in the drama. These initial 
ideas - normally written notes 
on traditional manuscript, or 
an instrument or two - are 
then introduced into the 
rehearsal room, and 
that’s where the real 
magic starts to 
happen.” 

Jonathan says 
with the first version 
of the show, The 
Kite Runner had 
a great singer 
whose voice 
inspired him 
to think about 
writing songs to 
underpin some 
key emotional 
scenes. After 
he’d written 
the songs, and 
taught him the 
music, they 
rehearsed 
them into 


Flying high - it's based on the 
novel by Khaled Hosseini 
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each scene to see how they worked. Tabla was also an 
important addition. 

“The next most important person for me in The Kite 
Runner is the near-omnipresent tabla player. The tabla 
- Indian drums you’ll see at the front of the stage - are 
mentioned in the script, but the use of tabla music 
presented me with my biggest challenge. I hadn’t 
researched Indian music since I was at university, so 
I enlisted the help of the Asian 
Music Network (Viram Jasani) 
and Emeritus Professor of Afghan 
Music & Ethonomusicology at 
Goldsmiths, John Baily. 

“Viram helped me find a tabla 
player - Hanif Kahn - and 
John took me through the 
(very subtle!) differences 
between Afghan, Indian 
and Pakistan classical 
music. 

“With their initial help 
and oversight, Hanif 
and I started on a 
five-week exploration 
of collaborative 
creativity that 
produced all of 
the tabla music in 
The Kite Runner. 
Hanif couldn’t read 
western notation, 
and I couldn’t 
understand how 
on earth he played 
such complex 
rhythms, so 
we initially just 
had to find a way 
of communicating 
(mostly in gestures, 
sounds and taps!). 


The most important 
person is the 
director, who puts 
the team together 


“In the end, some of the rhythms are original Jonathan 

- as in Asset’s first appearance - and others are me 
honing and shaping traditional Indian rhythms into music 
cues useful for the drama, perfectly executed by Hanif on 
the stage.” 

As Jonathan and Hanif introduced more and more 
tabla music into the show, things started to take shape. 
But the one thing Jonathan never interfered with was 
Hanif’s pre-show performance, in which he demonstrates 
his virtuosity. 

The Kite Runner also features plenty of songs. 

Jonathan adds: “The songs themselves are sung live but 
off-stage, hidden from the audience. The singers can see 
the action, but we can’t see them. 

“I experimented with a number of ragas - Indian 
classical scales, akin to Western major and minor scales 

- to reinforce the authentic nature of The Kite Runner. In 
the end, the songs were based on Raag Malkauns, one of 
the oldest Indian ragas, each one a variation on the other 
(apart from the female ‘wailing’ song). 

“The raga contains a haunting, contemplative character 
that lends itself well to the play.”

The show came about after 
Brand became a parent, which he 
says poses the question: “How can 
you be a dangerous, edgy, rebel 
with a tiny little daughter?” 

Brand brought the show to 
Birmingham late last year - and 
it was evident that much had 
changed since his previous tours. 

He admits he’s changed 
considerably. He told one 
interviewer: “Yes, I’m less mad now. 


I was a needy person. I mean, that 
condition abides, but I manage it 
better now, I think.” 

Brand’s show features his 
observations on Donald Trump, 
fatherhood and his frequently 
turbulent relationship with the 
media. 

When he last visited Birmingham, 
he spoke at length about a 
disastrous interview with Jeremy 
Paxman and also showed that he 
has been willing to learn from his 
mistakes. 

Brand says much of the change 
in his life came about when he met 
his wife, Laura Gallacher. He told 
one interviewer that it had changed 



his approach 
to the way he 
lives - and also to money. 

“I’m lucky because I have been 
dirty poor and now I’m stinky 
rich - not that rich actually, I gave 
away a lot. But it doesn’t make 
that much difference. I am in a 
position of privilege, there’s no 
question about it. I am not trying to 
motivate anyone into trying to get 
their hands on a stack of cash, it’s 
more like a motivation to recognise 
that you probably already have 
what you need and, while you can 
purchase pleasure with a big stack 
of cash, you cannot purchase 
happiness.”

Getting the inside story of a 
terrifying time for Britain 


O ver the space of four months 
in spring and summer last 
year, four terrorist attacks 
took place in the UK that would 
change the lives of hundreds of 
people forever. 

This 90-minute documentary, 
featuring accounts from witnesses 
and members of the emergency 
services who were first on the 
scene, tells the dramatic story of 
each attack, remembering those 
who lost their lives and hearing from 
those who survived. 

The atrocities began in on March 
22, when Khalid Masood drove a 
hire car across Westminster Bridge 
in Central London, killing four 
pedestrians - Kurt Cochran, Leslie 
Rhodes, Aysha Frade and Andreea 
Cristea - and injuring dozens more. 

After crashing his vehicle into 
railings close to Westminster Tube 
station, Masood ran into Parliament 
Square and fatally stabbed police 
officer Keith Palmer, who was 
posthumously awarded the George 
Medal, the second highest award 
for gallantry ‘not in the face of the 
enemy’. 


The attack, which lasted just 82 
seconds, came to an end when 
Masood was fatally shot in the chest 
by an armed officer. 

Exactly two months later, 22 
people were killed when suicide 
bomber Salman Abedi detonated a 
homemade device laden with metal 
nuts as shrapnel in the lobby of 
Manchester Arena at the end of an 
Ariana Grande pop concert. 

More than 200 people were 
injured in the deadliest terror attack 
on British soil since the 7/7 
bombings in London in 2005. 

The youngest victim, Saffie 
Roussos, was killed after becoming 
separated from her mum and 
sister at the venue. She was just 
eight years old. 

Terror struck again in the capital 
the following month when three men 
drove a van into pedestrians on 
London Bridge before getting out 
and running into Borough Market. 

Rachid Redouane, Khuram Butt 
and Youssef Zaghba - who were all 
wearing fake explosive vests - 
started stabbing people with long 


knives as horrified revellers ran away 
and tried to barricade themselves 
inside bars and restaurants. 

Eight people were killed, with 
armed police shooting the three 
attackers dead just eight minutes 
after the first emergency calls are 
made. 

Then, just 16 days later, another 
man, Makram Ali, died and several 
other people were injured when a van 
was driven into a group of Muslim 
worshippers outside a mosque in 
Finsbury Park, North London. 

The vehicle hit pedestrians as they 
are leaving Ramadan night prayers 
around midnight. 

Dad-of-four Darren Osborne, 47, 
from Cardiff, was subsequently 
charged with terrorism-related 
murder and attempted murder. 

He was jailed for life at Woolwich 
Crown Court last month. 

Last year has been dubbed 
‘Britain’s Year Of Terror’, and 
although the country still lives under 
the shadow of these attacks, this 
touching documentary shows there 
is hope.

awesome Caribbean food 


WITH friends down for the weekend - and 
not a child in sight - we decided to look for 
somewhere with a bit of a party atmosphere 
that didn’t break the bank and also had a 
reputation for good food. 

Venturing in to Birmingham city centre, there is a 
fair amount to choose from but one style of food I had 
always wanted to experience but never had - other 
than at music festivals when the tastebuds weren’t 
exactly at the top of their game - was Caribbean food. 

When thinking of Caribbean cooking, the mind 
immediately wanders to scotch bonnets, coconut milk, 
all spice, fantastic rubs and seasoning for all sorts of 
meats and fish - and of course, jerk sauce. So, after a 
short debate, we settled on Turtle Bay, which sits on 
the corner of the bustling John Bright Street. 


COCKTAILS 

Plenty of bars and restaurants have opened 
up in that area of Birmingham and there is a lot of 
competition, so it speaks volumes for Turtle Bay that is 
was absolutely packed when we arrived just after 4pm. 

Friday and Saturday evenings get very busy, 
especially as the restaurant prides itself on serving 
fresh food, but we arrived purposely early so we could 
sample a few of the cocktails, which were two-for-one 
during certain times. And it’s fair to say the Saturday 
night party atmosphere was already in full swing as we 
went to the bar to order our drinks. 

Where to start with the cocktail menu? To say the list 
is extensive would be an understatement. But if you like 
a cocktail, or fancy popping somewhere to try one as a 
one-off, Turtle Bay would be a good place to start. 

It was a little earlier than the 5pm reservation time but 
the staff were happy to seat us, which was a nice touch. 

For those who like sharing, the ‘cutters’ section would 



be ideal because you can choose either three dishes for 
£14 or four for £18. The idea is inspired by beach shacks 
and street vendors across the Caribbean islands, and 
the dishes are also perfect for a starter. 

We shared a starter per couple, opting for crispy 
spiced panko coated squid, mango mole, fresh lime and 
jerk mayo. When it came to the mains it was a challenge 
to pick just one meal from the large choice on offer. 

During a weekday, had we not been planning a few 
drinks after, the goat curry would have pretty much 
been a sure-fire pick for me. In the end I settled for West 


Indian steamed snapper, as it seemed a bit lighter. The 
snapper fillet came served in light coconut curry sauce, 
garlic, ginger, scotch bonnet, sweet onion chutney and 
fresh coconut shavings. I could not have chosen better. 

My wife, Kelly, went for the grilled jerk marinated 
pork ribs, served with sweet potato fries, sour orange 
chutney and Caribbean slaw.Kelly doesn’t like her foot 
too spicy, so the coconut sauce with the meat was ideal. 

Our friend Jo went for the pit-grilled two-way chicken 
burger, which was a spicy panko crumb chicken fillet 
and pulled jerk chicken, served with tomato and fresh 


pineapple chow and her fiance, Dale, chose half a 
pit-grilled chicken, coconut rice ‘n’ peas, sour orange 
chutney, coconut shavings and Caribbean slaw. Fie 
said the meal looked really good but lacked a bit of the 
flavour the description warranted. 

We didn’t fancy a pudding but there were plenty of 
options available. 

It wouldn’t be fair to review Turtle Bay without 
reaffirming how good the atmosphere was. Highly 
recommended if you fancy somewhere a bit more 
upbeat.

Arona is excellent value-for-money 


By Carmel Stewart 

SEAT has the distinction of being a manufacturer which 
attracts younger buyers than most but, with the Leon 
Cupra and Ibiza models in its line-up, that is hardly 
surprising. 

Its move into the SUV segment will probably up the 
average a little but it is a step that needed to be taken. While 
new car buying overall is down by about six per cent, in the 
SUV sector it is up 11 per cent overall. In addition, SEAT 
already has the highly successful, award-winning Ateca out 
on the roads strutting its excellent stuff, so a smaller SUV 
was inevitable. 

Called the Arona, it is designed and built in Barcelona and, 
while it has all the appearance of a sleek soft-roader, it is, in 
fact front-wheel-drive only. 

Priced from £16,555, it is available in no less than eight 
trims, which seems excessive, even for a manufacturer 
which is currently encouraging everyone to ‘do your own 
thing’. 

But there is method in this madness. Through umpteen 
market research Q&A sessions, SEAT discovered that many 
customers find multiple options lists off putting - so for the 
Arona they have done away with them. 

Instead, every trim is pre-loaded with everything 
customers have asked for. This not only takes the hassle out 
of buying but also ups the residual value as the entire spec 
list is included in the price. About the only thing not included 
is a spare wheel which I would opt for every time but a quick 
straw poll among my colleagues put me in the lonesome 
minority. 

At entry-level SE, the spec includes 17-inch alloys, metallic 


paint, bi-colour roof, LED daytime running lights, cruise 
control, hill hold, tiredness recognition, air con, automatic 
headlights and a five-inch colour touchscreen plus radio 
(not DAB) and four speakers. 

A step up to SE Tech will bag you all that plus rear 
parking sensors, sat nav, Android Auto and Apple CarPlay 
connectivity, a wireless charger and a CD player. That last 
item will have younger drivers looking bewildered but, for 
anyone over 40 it may well cause a whoop of delight as all 
those dust covered CDs can be brought down from the attic 
and loaded into the car for a nostalgic singalong. 

Combination 

Engine choices are equally extensive with five on offer as 
well as five and six-speed manual gearboxes plus a seven- 
speed DSG auto. 

The combination of engine/transmission is linked to the 
trim selected. If, for example, your power pack of choice is 
the 1.0 litre, 115ps petrol unit then your trim starting point will 
be FR because it is not available on SE, SE Technology or 
SE Technology First Edition trims. On the other hand, you 
can get the 1 .Olitre 95ps petrol with those three but not with 
any other. 

If economy is top of your list, then the 1.6litre 95ps diesel 
is the clear winner with official fuel consumption averaging 
70.6mpg and C02 emissions puthering out at the rate of 
105g/km. 

If petrol is preferred, the 1.Olitre 115ps linked to the 
excellent DSG transmission will be top choice. Not only will 
it return up to an average of 57.6mpg with C02 emitting at 
the rate of 114g/km but it is also super smooth on the road, 
with plenty of power in all the right places.

There’s lots of life left in diesels; just ask the people 
likely to buy a new seven seat Tiguan Allspace, the 
stretched SUV from Volkswagen. 

For the predicted best seller in the range is forecast 
as the model with a diesel doing the work, despite 
a similarly powerful petrol version available for less 
money. 

But cost is not likely to weigh heavy on the purchaser 
of a Tiguan Allspace, pitched at £2,645 more than the 
shorter, five-seat Tiguan but with a higher specification 
and absence of a truly entry level model. 

Instead, the Allspace is going to appeal to larger 
families with a couple of children no more than 5ft 2ins 
tall - the maximum height VW reckons will comfortably 
slip through the extended rear side doors and find long 
journey contentment in row three. 

Pushing front and rear seats further apart and 
stretching the bodywork by 215mm means there’s room 
for a couple of children in the new third row, and still 
useful luggage space behind them. 

With every seat occupied there is 230 litres of luggage 
space, a bit more than in the boot of the just superceded 
VW Polo hatchback. With the third row folded flat this

increases to 700 litres (non Allspace Tiguan, 615 litres) 
and to a positively commercial sounding 1,775 litres 
(1,655 litres) with rows two and three flattened. 

The middle row slides back and forth by 180mm to 
give extra legroom or more luggage capacity. There are 
going to be some lively family discussions over this one. 

You’d have to line up both versions side by side to spot 
the difference, apart from the obvious extra length of the 
Allspace. In fact, the bonnet of the newcomer is a touch 
higher at the front and there are modest grooves in the 
roof, versus a flat metal panel in the shorter Tiguan. 

Most Allspace models sold in the UK are likely to have 
all-wheel drive - showing that owners are serious about 
the practicality they need in a family car. 

An option is a differently shaped front bumper that 
allows the Allspace to tackle steeper approaches; it also 
includes extra underbody protection for some action 
off-road. 

Prices start at £29,270 for a two-wheel drive Tiguan 
Allspace SE Navigation with 1.4 litre petrol engine and 
manual gearbox and top out with the £39,965 asked for 
a 2.0 litre diesel with 4Motion all-wheel drive, automatic 
gears and a comprehensive SEL specification. 

A third trim level - FI-Line - brings sports suspension, 
20ins alloys, roof spoiler and sporty body pack and alloy 
look splashes inside. It arrives later in 2018 at a yet-to-be 
announced price. 

Every UK bound Tiguan Allspace has the third row of 
seats and an electric tailgate that can be triggered by 
waggling afoot under the rear bumper (useful if you’ve 
got your hands full of supermarket shopping). 

Also on the spec sheet across the board is an eight 
inch touchscreen, satellite navigation, DAB radio, CD 
player (an increasing rarity) and Bluetooth connection 
for a couple of phones. 

Power outputs range from 150 horsepower petrol 
and diesels to a 240 horsepower twin-turbo diesel with 
the choice of six-speed manual or seven-speed DSG 
automatic transmissions. 

The likely best selling 150hp diesel with two-wheel 
drive (from £31,550) is good for 131g/km in the 
emissions test; the all-wheel drive version (£33,115) ups 
this to 153g/km, while touching a 123mph top speed and 
sprinting to 62mph in 9.9 seconds. 

Out on the road it has all the characteristics that make 
modern VWs such solid sellers, from a no-nonsense 
approach to driving (clear dials, slick switches, no 
fripperies) to a firmly supportive ride and enough 
performance to keep any sensible owner happy - and 
Tiguan Allspace owners will be sensible people.

Back-to-back Sunday 
games for Baggies 

ALBION are scheduled to play back-to-back Sunday games in April after 
two of their fixtures were moved to be broadcast live on Sky Sports. 

The Baggies’ trip to Old Trafford to face Manchester United is now at 
4pm on Sunday, April 15, while the home game against Liverpool a week 
later is scheduled for 2.15pm on Sunday, April 22. 

However, if Liverpool reach the semi-finals of the Champions League 
that match may have to be moved again. 

Those two games represent the start of a difficult run-in for the Baggies. 
There will only be 12 points to play for after the United game and nine 
points available after the Liverpool game. 

Meanwhile, Villa’s trip to Norwich City on Saturday April 7 has been 
moved forward - just 24 hours after being moved back. Sky had moved the 
game from 3pm to a 5.30pm kick-off. However, it has now been rescheduled 
again and will kick-off at 12.30pm. The decision was made to accommodate 
Manchester City versus Manchester United at 5.30pm. 


Deals hampered by 
sell-on clause - Troy 

EX-WALSALL forward Troy Deeney admits the sell-on clause negotiated 
by Saddlers when he joined Watford has become a transfer ‘sticking point’. 

The 29-year-old striker was a £16million target for Albion in January, 
before the Baggies opted to sign Daniel Sturridge on loan from Liverpool. 

Walsall would receive 20 per cent of any profit above the £500,000 they 
sold Deeney to the Hornets for in 2010 - and the forward believes it has 
put potential suitors off. 

“There’s times where it has become a sticking point,” said Deeney. “Peo¬ 
ple go like ‘We’re going to pay X amount of money’ but then Watford say 
‘We’ve got to give X amount to Walsall’. There’s been times where I’ve 
tried to speak to (Saddlers chairman) Jeff Bonser and try to, you know, be 
sensible. 

“But I understand a million per cent from his point of view, he’s like ‘We 
asked for this, this is what we’re getting’. It’s just business at the end of the 
day but I think that ship is long sailed now.”

Geoff's on target with 
charity to help homeless

‘My aim is to get people off 
the streets and get them back 
into normality and normal so¬ 
ciety.’ 


HIS football career started out playing 
on the streets - now Geoff Horsfield is 
helping people get off the streets with 
his charity venture. 

After his retirement the Baggies hero has 
made it his goal to help those in need across the 
West Midlands. 

His charity the Geoff Horsfield Foundation, which 
was set up in 2016, provides ‘quality, safe and secure 
supported accommodation’ for vulnerable adults in 
the region. 

It marks the latest step in a less than conventional 
career, which saw Geoff start as a bricklayer and toil 
in the lower leagues before making it big. 

Geoff, now aged 44, also successfully battled testic¬ 
ular cancer in 2008 - defying doctors who predicted 
the disease would end his career. 

The striker was certainly no ordinary footballer. 

And after hanging up his boots in 2013, Geoff has 
continued to prove he is an extraordinary man by fo¬ 
cusing on charitable enterprises. 

Epidemic 

Now he is aiming to help tackle homeless in the 
West Midlands, and has returned to the bricklaying 
skills he learned before hitting the footballing big 
time. 

The star personally renovates homes before new 
tenants - often from the streets - are moved in. 

Geoff, who lives in Sutton Coldfield, said: “Home¬ 
lessness around the country has become an epidemic. 

“We’re in 2018 and we’ve got cars that can park 
themselves but we’ve still got homeless people in 
the streets. If we can’t help them there’s something 
wrong. 

“My aim is to get people off the streets and get 
them back into normality and normal society. We try 
to help them as much as possible. 

“I thought with my name and the people I know I 
could help these people, and it’s fantastic that people 
are coming forward and trying to help. 

“Football makes the world go round.” 

The foundation’s work also involves providing basic 
essentials such as food, clothes and sanitary towels 


for women. Much of this relies on donations, often 
from football fans far and wide that put their alle¬ 
giances to one side. 

“The generosity is overwhelming, it’s been incredi¬ 
ble,” Geoff continued. 

“There’s more going on in the world than the badge 
on the shirt. 

“It’s nice that we can forget about the football. 
They have been absolutely fantastic, all the fans.” 

Geoff s footballing journey began in modest sur¬ 
roundings in his native Barnsley and he combined 
his playing with work as a bricklayer - a trade he 
has returned to through his charity work, renovating 
accommodation before tenants move in. 

Looking back on his earliest footballing memories, 
Geoff said: “I was playing on the streets. I just natu¬ 
rally scored goals, 10 or 11 a game. I played Saturday 
morning, Saturday afternoon and Sunday morning 
and it just took off. 

“I was bricklaying and playing in the local leagues. 
My dad took me there to toughen me up a bit. 

“All the lads I played with were 10 years older than 
me and they all had trades and offered me an appren¬ 
ticeship with them. It set me in good stead for later 
life.” 

Geoff was Albion’s top scorer when the Baggies 
were promoted to the Premier League at the end of 
the 2003/4 campaign - and they could probably do 
with his goals now as they battle relegation. 

His career at the club peaked when he scored one 
of the most famous goals in their history to help pre¬ 
serve their top-flight status on the final day of the 


2004/05 season. 

“Coming on and scoring that goal, I think that’s 
got to be one of the highlights of my career alongside 
getting promotion under Gary Megson,” he said. 

In 2008 Geoff overcame testicular cancer and 
shortly afterwards resumed his professional career, 
a testament to his strength of character. 

He admits helping the homeless is a million miles 
away from his career on the pitch. 

“It is hugely different, but I wouldn’t stop it for the 
world. I still watch out for my old teams but what I’m 
doing now is a full-time job,” Geoff said. 

“It’s totally different from football, it makes me 
realise how lucky I was to be a professional football 
player.” 

He also moved to defend his peers, who can be ac¬ 
cused of doing little to help others. 

Fundraiser 

Geoff said: “I don’t know if that [accusation] is 
true. There are a lot of footballers who do it and don’t 
publicise it. I publicise it to raise awareness of people 
being homeless. 

“I think footballers are tarred with the wrong 
brush at times, a lot of them do good.” 

A charity night which is coming up soon will help 
raise funds for Geoff s Foundation. 

As well as Albion fan and British middleweight 
champion Tommy Langford, some of Geoff s former 
Baggies team mates, including Darren Moore and 
Paul Robinson, are planning to attend the fundraiser. 

“We’ve always kept close, I’ll do anything for them 
and they’ll do anything for me,” he said. “We’re try¬ 
ing to raise as much money as we can; it really will 
be a good night.” 

The event is at Birmingham’s Botanical Gardens 
on Friday, March 23. Entertainment includes live 
music and a DJ, a drag artist, and a comedienne. 

An auction taking place on the night includes a 
match day box at the Hawthorns, worth £4,000. 

Tickets are available through online ticketing out¬ 
let Eventbrite and are priced at £65 per person plus 
booking fees, with VIP options also available.

ASHFIELD HAS 
TITLE IN SIGHTS 



A MOVE into the bigger bike 
classes has worked wonders 
for Kinver racer Chris Ashfield 
who has set his sights on a 
winning a first club title. 

The 24-year-old, who will be back 
competing in the Mini Twins class, 
aims to improve on his third place fin¬ 
ish last year to claim the number one 
spot at the East Midlands Racing Asso¬ 
ciation (EMRA) championships. 

The Mechanical Engineering student, who jug¬ 
gles studying at Cardiff University with racing at 
Mallory Park in Leicestershire, says his dream 
has always been to be a professional racer. 

“I’ve been racing motorcycle now for four years 
at this level and I originally started in the CB500 
class,” said Ashfield. 

Massive 

“But before this I rode mini motos from around 
the age of 13 onward until I gained a road bike 
when I was 17. 

“I’m the first racer in my family but dad is a 
massive bike nut and has been riding since a very 
early age himself. 

“He still rides at the age of 60 and is the one 
that really got me into racing.” 

Ashfield, who counts Valentino Rossi, the late 
Marco Simoncelli, Michael Dunlop and Brieley 
Hill-born Michael Rutter as his racing heroes, 
will be running the same Suzuki SV650 he rode 
to third last year. 

However, the 2018 the bike will have a new ex¬ 
haust system and the front suspension has been 
upgraded along with modifications to the wiring 
loom, to increase reliability. 

He believes the new combination will be 
enough to claim the championship this year hav¬ 
ing set the fastest lap of the season in 2017. 

“The bike’s electronics let us down a couple of 
times as it was fairly untested but at the end of 
last year it proved itself reliable, so I have high 


hopes,” he said. “Last year was my fourth season 
racing but it was a brand new class for me. 

“In the CB500 class my best finish was ninth 
but moving to the bigger class was the best de¬ 
cision we made as the larger machine with more 
power was more suited to my riding style. 

“I instantly clicked with the machine but even 
still, third in the championship was a surprise as 
I never expected to do so well with my first season 
in that class. 

“I’ve spent a lot of time training over the off 


season, building my endurance level and losing a 
few kilos. I feel the combination of the bike being 
the best it’s ever been and me being the fittest 
I’ve ever been will be a winning formula for 2018. 

“I haven’t been able to do much pre-season yet 
because of exams but I will be taking the bike out 
for it’s first real shake down on Friday.” 

The new EMRA race seasons launches with 
round one on Sunday at Mallory Park.

Cycle legend 
Porter backs 
velodrome 

CYCLING legend Hugh Porter MBE has 
backed a campaign to build a velodrome 
in the West Midlands ahead of the Bir¬ 
mingham 2022 Commonwealth Games. 

The region does not possess an indoor 
banked race track and there are fears 
the Games’ cycling events could be held 
130 miles away in London. 

It has prompted Halesowen & Row- 
ley Regis MP James Morris to launch a 
cross-party campaign with support from 
13 West Midlands MPs calling for a new 
cycling venue. 

Wolverhampton-born Mr Porter, who 
won Commonwealth track gold in 1966, 
said: “I definitely support the campaign. 
I would like to see a velodrome built to 
host Commonwealth cycling. 

“I am delighted Birmingham was 
awarded the Games but I think if we are 
going to promote the Games, we should 
be able to provide the facilities.” 

Mr Porter, aged 78, won four world 
titles in the individual pursuit. He is 
also patron of Halesowen Cycling and 
Athletic Club. 

The club’s 70-year-old outdoor track 
off Manor Way received praise from Mr 
Morris. But the Conservative MP added 
the region was in urgent need of a mod¬ 
ern indoor track. 

He has written to the chief executive 
officer of British Cycling, Julie Harring¬ 
ton, outlining his concerns. The letter 
was backed by 13 West Midlands MPs in¬ 
cluding Dudley representatives Ian Aus¬ 
tin and Mike Wood and Wolverhampton 
North East MP Emma Reynolds.
